The presant manner of tevying cstoms is fair 
enough, bat the arstem of trainin,’ of examinors 
18 apparently deficient,’ as for years a certain 
quality of goods will ba passad andar 4 low-pay- 
ing olasa, and suddenly & naw~examirier appears 
aud passes it- to a higher-paying class. ‘Chis 
naturally is very prejudicial -to the merchant 
who muy have ecld his goods as goods of low 
paying olga... The manuer of levying daies on 
exports is fair and simple,’ except, when an un- 
pleasent snrpriso comes on ia the way of new 
duties without notion. There isa socd deal of 
contraband done ‘principally by the Chinese, 
The cther'dsy a quantity of fine silks was foual’ 
ingoviously packed in sades.of cotton, ‘and o few 
years ago no leas than. $164,000. in Mexioan:
